Grammar  school,  high  school,  college  training,  medical  school,  internship,  residency,  private  practice  and 
refresher  courses^we  have  commenced  on  the  road  toward  our  goal,  the  acquiring  of  the  art  of  medicine. 
Four  years  ago  we  began  the  medical  school  phase  of  our  journey,  our  class  consisted  of  56  members  rang- 
mg  m  age  from  twenty  to  thirty  years,  from  seventeen  states,  and  representing  the  products  of  twenty-one 
colleges  and  universities  of  the  nation. 

On  the  first  day  of  our  journey  together  in  October,  1951,  the  emotions  ran  the  gamut  from  ap- 
prehension to  exhileration.  Nobody  was  quite  sure  what  to  expect  and  what  was  expected  of  him  but 
everyone  was  determmed  to  do  his  best— and  make  good  if  at  all  possible.  Friendships  were  made  that  day 
which  were  destined  to  last  and  make  the  years  more  enjoyable. 

Looking  back  over  the  lirst  )'ear  of  biochemistry,  histology,  anatomy,  neuroanatomy,  pathology  and 
bacteriology,  it  is  not  easy  to  understand  how  so  much  could  have  been  crammed  into  so  little  time.  Perhaps 
the  most  unpleasant  event  in  the  curriculum  was  the  writing  of  a  book  on  somanics,  which  each  of  us  was  ' 
required  to  do  in  order  to  pass  a  one-hour  course  which  went  under  the  misnomer  of  "psychobiolo<Tf." 
There  were  the  more  enjoyable  facets  which  we  like  to  remember— the  feeding  of  the  rats,  the  stoniach 
tube,  translating  Dr.  Artoms  lectures,  the  lackadaisical  methods  of  Dr.  Groat  in  histology  and  neuroanat- 
omy (thank  goodness  for  the  lab  assistants  and  Quimby  Simmons — when  they  were  there.'),  and  in  pathol- 
ogy and  bacteriology,  the  true  friends  of  the  medical  students.  Dr.  Morehead  and  the  Drs.  Tuttle,  whose 
A.B.C.  lectures  were  received  like  manaa  from  heaven— Dr.  Beamer  also  lectured!!  It  was  not  all  work 
by  any  means;  trips  over  Academy  (The  Bunny  Trail)  to  Salem,  the  Demon  Docs  on  the  courts  and  dia- 
mond, fraternity  dances,  and  many  parties.  The  most  enjoyable  event  of  the  j'ear  was  the  class  party  at 
Camp  Betty  Hastings.  '^      ' 

The  summer  of  '52  came  and  went,  our  three  months  siesta  was  over  and  it  was  time  to  continue 
our  journey.  We  began  our  second  year  with  our  number  reduced  by  six.  Our  hearts  were  saddened  by 
the  death  of  one  of  our  classmates,  Warren  Batell,  of  acute  leukemia.  His  humor,  good  naturedness  and 
cheerful  smile  will  long  be  remembered. 
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The  second  year  of  our  journey  was  accomplished  without  too  much  difficulty,  for  we  had  become 
more  seasoned  and  knew  the  ropes.  We  paced  through  a  veritable  forest  of  system  pathology,  bacteriology, 
physiology  and  pharmacology  (with  special  emphasis  on  the  dog  as  taught  by  Happy  Harold),  the  humor- 
ous lectures  in  toxicology,  and  the  fascinating  study  of  SEX,  both  psychiatrically  and  genetically  speak- 
ing. Then  came  the  memorable  third  quarter  of  the  second  year!  We  will  always  remember  Dr.  Prichard  s 
course  in  the  History  of  Medicine,  costumed  lectures  and  all.  This  was  the  preview  of  our  last  two  years.  In 
physical  diagnosis  we  had  our  skill??  of  percussion  confirmed  by  a  fluoroscopy,  exposed  ourselves  to  T.B. 
in  the  county  sanatorium,  endured  a  squeamish  practice  session  of  prostatic  massage,  and  took  our  first 
complete  history  on  real  honest-to-goodness  patients.  In  surgery  we  learned  to  scrub  off  lamp  black  blind- 
folded, and  in  obstetrics  we  learned  that  the  story  about  the  stork  was  designed  to  obscure  the  details  of 
what  really  goes  on— we'll  wager  the  stork  never  heard  of  Mauriceau,  Smellie  and  Veit,  not  to  even  men- 
tion Scanzoni. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  year  our  entire  class  enjoyed  another  social  get-together  at  Camp  Betty  Has- 
tings; it  was  really  an  event  to  remember,  especially  the  superb  |ob  done  by  our  master  of  ceremonies 
Danny  Garfinkle  and  wife,  Renee. 

The  day  came  for  donning  our  new  white  uniforms  and  grappling  with  our  little  black  bag;  the 
clinical  phase  of  our  journey  had  begun  and  we  found  it  necessary  to  make  new  adjustments  to  our  environ- 
ment. We  received  a  meagre  foretaste  of  what  would  be  in  store  for  us  once  this  four  year  journey  was 
over.  We  rotated  through  the  various  services — medicine,  surgery,  pediatrics,  obstetrics  and  gynecology, 
and  surgical  specialties." We  were  amazed  to  find  that  there  were  actually  clinical  applications  of  the  isolat- 
ed factual  textbook  data  we  had  learned  in  our  basic  science  years.  It  was  a  good  year,  a  year  crammed  full 
of  nostalgic  remembrances— ob  call  at  2  a.m.,  fluids  in  a.m.,  futile  attempts  to  find  time  to  study,  scut  work, 
CBC  and'  urinalysis,  holding  retractors  at  surgery,  type  and  cross-match,  scut  work,  fifteen  page  histories  and 
physicals,  progress  notes,  ophthalmology  paper,  cultures  and  smears  and  scut  work.  Looking  back  over 
the  third  year  we  realize  how  much  we  learned  and  are  grateful  to  those  who  kept  prodding  us,  for  we 
understand  now,  more  than  we  could  at  that  time,  that  worthwhile  achievements  are  not  easily  attained. 
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The  last  year  began  following  a  month  of  play.  It  was  difficult 
to  believe  that  we  were  finally  in  the  home  stretch,  and  we 
pursued  our  course  with  renewed  vigor.  The  new  hospital  wing 
increased  the  patient  load  but  with  considerable  griping  the 
work  went  on.  The  scut  work  was  considerably  less  than  the 
year  before  and  the  surroundings  were  pleasant.  We  were 
sincerely  grateful  for  the  personal  teaching  obtained  on  the 
pediatric  and  medical  ser\ices,  and  for  the  house  officers  who 
made  an  honest  effort  to  teach.  We  recall  the  twenty-four  hour 
periods  on  obstetrics  and  the  time  spent  in  the  ob  clinic  (one 
tablespoon  of  vinegar  to  a  quart  of  water),  and  the  other 
clinics  in  the  out-patient  department,  and  although  we  were 
burdened  with  many  routine  duties,  we  are  grateful  for  the 
practical  experience  obtamed  there.  If  we  had  remained  at 
Graylyn  longer  than  that  week  and  a  half,  we  might  haxe  had 
to  remain  there  in  another  capacity  for  some  time  longer. 

As  we  survey  ourselves  and  the  changes  which  have  been 
ingrained  in  us,  we  must  even  be  impressed  with  the 
modifications  in  our  personal  lives.  We  began  with  a  total  of 
twelve  of  the  fifty  married  and  these  had  four  children.  Now 
thirty-two  are  married  and  have  a  total  of  nineteen  children. 
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Here  at  Bowman  Gray  the  more  important  thing  we  acquire  is  a  proper  outlook,  a  philosophy  of  medicine. 
Our  work  here  is  only  the  beginning  of  our  studies.  As  we  leave,  we  hope  that  we  do  not  leave  the  student 
lite  but  that  here  we  learned  how  to  be  a  student.  We  are  grateful  for  the  Christian  influence  of  our  school 
and  our  teachers — we  strive  also  to  live  a  life  of  service. 

As  we  leave  Bowman  Gray  to  embark  on  our  internships  and  future  practice  we  are  confident  that 
we  have  an  excellent  foundation  for  our  further  work.  Our  aim  is  to  practice  an  art,  think  for  ourselves  and 
to  be  a  credit  to  our  school,  our  professors  and  ourselves.

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Memoirs  of  the  Class  of  '55 


As  we  look  back  through  these  past  three  years,  we 
finally  realize  that  those  first  few  months  of  excite- 
ment, enthusiasm,  doubts,  and  even  fears  were  not 
in  vain.  At  last  we  are  beginning  to  know  the  true 
meaning  of  "service"  and  the  feeling  of  being  able 
to  do  it.

Then  we  took  turns 
at  working  our  first  full  week  on  the  floors.  This, 
I  suppose,  is  when  we  really  began  feeling  a  part 
of  the  "team."  We  too  found  that  all  men  dressed  in 
white  were  not  medical  students  and  that  when  one 
said  "Hey,  nurse"  that  meant  us! 

Who  could  ever,  in  the  class  of  '55  forget  the 
beautiful  night  of  May  29,  195.^.-'  The  excitement 
of  fixing  the  hair  to  go  with  "a  cap" — the  glory  of 
marching  down  the  aisle  with  burning  candles — 
You'd  have  thought  it  was  an  end  to  something  but 
actually  it  was  only  the  beginning. 

To  follow  tradition  and  to  satisfy  that  old  longing 
for  a  golden  tan,  we  too,  decorated  shuffle-board  beach 
and  the  garage  roof.  We  also  became  aware  of  the 
duties  bestowed  upon  a  full-time  nurse  and  were 
mitiated  to  night-duty  and  the  diet  kitchen.  Oh! 
for  an  electric  beater  for  the  egg-nogs  and  milk- 
shakes. 


Our  junior  year  brought  all  our  other  specialties 
and  many  feelings  of  "where  is  the  end  and  where 
did  I  begin."  All  the  girls  at  the  courts  moved  to 
the  nurses  home  and,  too,  this  time  brought  wedding 
bells  for  many.  Those  who  married  and  stayed  with 
us  are  up  for  many  congratulations — So  here  they 
are:  Barbara  J.,  Emily  M.,  Betsy  B.,  Mike  W.,  Ann 
L.,  Thetus  K.,  Dot  W.,  and  Mrs.  Tabor  .  .  .  still  hope 
for  us  all  too,  huh,  girls? 

The  junior-senior  went  off  with  a  bang  and  we 
almost  forgot  the  hours  of  cooking  hot  dogs,  cutting 
onions,  and  selling  that  made  it  all  possible.  Of  course 
our  talent  show  was  the  topping  and  seemed  to  be 
enjoyed  by  all — especially  Dr.  Prince — Thanks  to  all! 

At  last,  September  brought  black  bands  and  we 
wondered  how  our  caps  ever  looked  so  bare  without 
them.  We  each  welcomed  the  charge  duty  and 
privileges  these  signs  of  sophistication  brought.  Then 
too — off  to  the  "Hill"  and  our  training  in  psychiatry 
— a  little  social  life  on  the  side,  of  course! 

By  this  time  many  of  us  are  just  beginning  to 
realize  why  we  are  really  becoming  nurses.  We,  too, 
find  ourselves  more  matured  in  these  three  short 
years  and  can  only  be  thankful  for  the  chance  of 
having  lived  together  and  for  having  shared  so  much. 

As  we  go  out  each  of  us  are  making  big  plans — 
not  the  same  plans  but  just  as  big  to  each  of  us  as 
individuals.  The  many  diamonds  tell  us  that  before 
and  after  graduation  many  will  become  happy  house- 
wives and  average  citizens.  Others  of  us  may  go 
forward  seeking  new  or  broader  fields  and  thus 
pa\e  the  way  to  better  our  beloved  profession.  But, 
until  our  class  meets  again  we  shall  hold  dear  every 
moment  we  have  spent  as  students  at  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Hospital  School  of  Nursing.
